LTHOUGH the drafting of the text 

of the mutual assistance pact he- 
tween France and Russia has been no easy 
task, it is stated at the Quai D’Orsay 
to-night that the agreement will probably 
be concluded in two or three days’ time. 

M. Laval, the Foreign Minister, will 
probably not leave for Moscow until imme- 
diately after the French municipal elec- 
tions on May 5th, but it is probable that 
the pact will be signed without delay. 

Contrary to reports abroad, M. Lit- 
vinoff, the Soviet Foreign Commissar, is 
not coming to Paris and had never in- 
tended to do so. Boy 

Three delicate problems have made the 
task of the negotiators particularly diffi- 
cult. These were:— 

(1) The determination of the extent of 
France's mutual assistance obligations 
towards the Soviets ; 

(2) The effect of the agreement on the 
Locarno Treaty; and 

(3) The question of Bolshevik propa- 
ganda in France. 

The terms of the pact are discussed in 
all the newspapers to-day, and various 
other reasons for the delay in reaching a 
final agreement were suggested. 

The Matin declares that, in the event

“These two defendants are influential

RESENTED 


COMPETITION FROM THE 
FREE STATE

RESIDING at the annual meeting of 
p the Ulster Agricultural acre ae 
Society in Belfast Mr. Harold A. M. 
Booker, M.A., said that the Milk and Milk 
Products Act was the charter of their salva- 
tion—-by that Act for the time being their 
creamery suppliers were guaranteed an 
average price of 5d- in summer and 6d. in 
winter per gallon for their milk, which meant 
"a livelihood for them. But the Act only pro- 
vided their creameries. with a temporary 
breathing space. They were still selling their 
produce in a market flooded by bounty- 
supported goods, which were sold in Nor- 
thern markets at a price lower than that 
charged in the country of production, and 
actually below the cost of production. They 
sincerely trusted that their statesmen would 
see to it that at the end of the Ottawa agree- 
ments security for Northern butter producers 
in their own market might be forthcoming.

Re- 
presentatives of the proprietary concern, 
backed up by members of the Newry Cham- 
ber of Commerce, interviewed the Ministry of 
Agriculture at Stormont, and were given 
licences to erect and operate creanieries 
throughout the south of Down, with an area 
in Armagh. 
no creameries in County Down, but a scheme 
for development in that county had been 
submitted. When it came to Armagh, how- 
ever, they found two prosperous, active and 
growing co-operative creameries, not only 
vitally interested in Armagh, but covering 
a very large proportion of that county, and 
both likely to be subject to unnecessarv 
competition and overlapping from any new 
creamery established in the County Armagh 
or on the County Down border of Armagh. 
Deputations from their society had inier- 
viewed the Ministry, protesting against what 
they felt was an undue preference shown to 
the interest of a proprietary concern, as 
against the co-operative societies,, but the 
Ministry’s reply to all their statements was 
that in the opinion of the Ministry the pro- 
prietary concern offered a creamery service 
to more farmers than any proposals which 
they put forward.

CONDEMNED MAN 
HARANGUES CROWD

The Socialist Economy 


Principles of Economic Planning. By G. 
D. H. Cole. Londen: Macmillan. 6/- net. 


R. COLE goes on with his campaign 
to reform. the world and to re- 
fashion its economic system. He is not 
blind to the obstacles in his path, but 
nothing deters him from following it to 
its end, and it is not likely that he will 
be stopped now for more than a moment 
or two even by Mr. John Strachey’s recent 
and (for a Marxian) uncommonly polite 
assault. After a pause for breath he will 
start off again as fresh as ever. 
In his present volume Mr. Cole 
examines the cases to be made for and 
against a planned economy both on prin- 
ciple and practically in relation to the 
present conditions in Great Britain. He 
writes for the layman as much as for the 
specialist, and assumes that a planned 
economy will be based on the fullest 
possible use of the available productive 
resources, and that its purpose will be to 
raise the standard of living to the highest 
possible point. 
This brings him to the problems of a 
planned reorganisation of capitalist in- 
dustry and of a planned Socialist system. 
Both problems are considered by him in 
all their complexity and detail and with 
his customary thoroughness. As we should 
expect, sums up in favour of a 
Socialist planning. But it is not the 
Socialist planning of a Marxian like Mr. 
Strachey. It 1s, on the contrary, a 
characteristic Cole concentration, clear 
and logical, “under a parliamentary 
system, modified in such a way as to make 
possible the handling of the greatly in- 
creased range of public activities which 
the institution of a planned economy 
would be bound to involve.’’ It would

[In turn befriended and reviled by Jews, 
Protestants and Catholics, and by the 
orthodox and heterodox of all three per- 
suasions, Wolff was received into. the 
Church of -Rome; spent some time in 
Vienna and Titbingen, came in “contact | 
with Count Stolberg and the Baroness von | 
Krudener, made his way to Rome, studied 
in the College of the Propaganda, earned 
the friendship of Cardimal Litta, and even 
of Pius VII. ; challenged the accepted 
doctrines of Rome, was dismissed from the 
Vropaganda, and confessedbut this was 
many years later—‘‘that his greatest 
enemies in life were vanity and ambition, 
which both friends and foes fostered,”’ . 

Luckily for Wolff, he met Henry Dram- 
mond, the banker and Irvingite apostle, 
and at his invitation went to England, 
began to regard himself as a member of 
the Church of England, spent two years 
at Cambridge continuing his study of 
Oriental languages, and set out. on mis- 
sionary journeys which have no parallels 
outside the “ Arabian Nights” or “ Gul- 
liver’s Travels.” They brought him to 
Palestine, Egypt, Mesopotamia, Persia, 
Turkey, Turkestan, Hindustan, Afghan- 
stan, and.most of the known and an- 
known Orient. They brought him to 
imprisonment, slavery, flogging, stripping, 
robbery, and, by way of compensation, to 
honours such as dre accorded only togreat 
notentates. After all this, he ended his 
days quietly and peaceably as a clergyman 
in an English parish, but not until he had 
married Lady Georgina Wolff, daughter of 
the Earl of Orford, and had given his off- 
spring the honoured name of Drummond- 
Wolff.

Our Country's Wild Animals. By H. 
ga Batten. London: Neilson. 3s. 6d. 


R. MORTIMER BATTEN is known 

to many people in Dublin not only 

as a lecturer, but as a writer on the lives 
and habits of British wild animals. In 
the little volume before us he introduces 
in pleasant vein a number of his favourite 
creatures of the wild. Some of their more

Ireland should begin to take an interest 
in the considerable achievements of 
literary men in other countries. Dublin 
keeps reasonably au courant with England's 
output ; in fact, the best seller in London 
generally turns out to be also a best 
seller in Dublin. But of America we 
know precious little, beyond the works of 
Messrs. Sinclair Lewis and Upton Sin- 
clair ; our idea of French literature is sup- 
jlied almost exclusively by M. Maurice 

kébra when the Censorship of 
Publications Board permits it; Fraulein 
Vicki Baum represents Germany; and as 
for Russia, while there are, perhaps, 
twenty or thirty tvishmen who are 
familiar with Panteleimon Romanoff, for 
the great majority of us Dostoievsky and 
Tolstoy remain modern writers. At 
oceasional novel reaches us from Hungary, 
Czechoslovakia or (I had nearly forgotten 
Knut Hamsun) from Scandinavia ; but for 
the life of me I cannot recall a single 
publication by an Italian, Japanese or 
South American author that has appeared 
in. our bookshops during the last five 
years. 


Those Germans 


There are reasons, no doubt. In the 
first place, we are dependent on transla- 
tions, and the English public does not 
appear to have any stronger desire -for 
foreign works than our own public, with

He has chosen 
four writers te write a summary. cf 
European history up to the World War, 
from the standpoint of the generation 
whose outlook is not bounded by the pre- 
judices of the pre-war years; and he has 
rounded off their work with his own 
wholly admirable summing-up of what has 
been happening im the world since the 
defeat of the Central Powers. 

In the four-volume ‘‘Qutline’’ the 
stress ‘‘ is no longer on military and diplo- 
matic movements, but on. economic conidi- 
tions and on: ideals and the institutions 
created to express them.” This does no 
more than reflect the reaction whieh :thé 
war has had on the generation to which 
it has bequeathed a terrible legacy of evil, 
and it is in line with the general develop- 
ment-of the conception of history in our 
time. Perhaps, the diplomatic and mili- 
tary aspects of history have been too 
slightly treated by Mr. Jackson’s 
quartette, but the customary emphasis in 


like these volumes to balance it if history 
is to be viewéd as a whole. 


The Age of Discovery 


Mr. Welch sketches the main features of 
Western civilisation, the political and 
religious origins of modern Europe, the 
relations of ‘Empire and Papacy and the 
growth of industry, commerce and agri- 
culture.

Mr. Hampden Jackson's own volume is 
as suggestive a work as any that has 
appeared in the mass of books written in 
gligh on world history since the Armis- 
tice. «There is scarcely an element of im- 
portance to which he does not give some 
attention. His wide scope takes in the 
War settlement, Europe, Asia and Africa, 
Fascist Italy, Nazism, awakening Spain, 
Great Britain’s home and foreign difficul- 
ties, Soviet Russia, Islam, China, Japan, 
Manchuria, India, South Africa, America 
North and South, the Caribbean countries, 
Canada, the New Deal, economic nation- 
alism, the League of Nations, the gold 
standard and events right up to the Dis- 
armament Conference. Mr. Jackson's is, 
we should think, the work of a bread- 
minded pacifist. 

Some of his judgments are remarkably 
acute. Thus he appraises more justly 
than most Bela Kun s efforts in the direc- 
tion of a national awakening in Hungary. 
And on Ireland: ‘‘Only one form of 
religion has arisen and broken in great 
waves ‘Over the post-war world. It i 
ealled Nationalism, and arises whenever 
a people united by historical tradition 

conscious of being persecuted and 
exploited in the interests of foreigners.’’ 
With that religion of Nationalism it is 
not possible for everybody to agree, and 
many Irishmen cannot understand why, 
in the case of Ireland, it is not acceptable 
ag a creed to Englishmen, or, indeed, to 
a not negligible proportion of Irishmen.

the English “on condition that they con- 
tinued to provide Ireland with the raw 
materials," and of many Irish companies 
as being forced to remove their works to 


land. 
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Boge cus versions of the late Lady 
Gregory's plays deserve a welcome 
from the various amateur societies which 
are producing in Irish up and down the 
country.

VIGOROUS United States protest to 

Berlin was announced to-day follow- 
ing Germany's action in paying the 
current Dawes loan interest in registered 
marks deposited with the Reichsbank. 

British and other holders protected by 
special agreements will receive payment 
im full im foreign currencies. Americans 
receiving registered marks, however, will 
be able to use them only for long-torm 
investment m Germany. . 

Approximately $2,000,000 (£400,000) in 
interest was due “to American holders on 
Monday. Mr. Cordell Hull, the Secretary 
of State, to-day announced that the 
American Ambassador in Berlin had 
delivered the protest to the Foreign Office. 

The United States Note says that Ger- 
many’s offer of payment in registered 
marks means, in effect, that ‘holders 
other than American holders will receive 
full pavment, and American holders. will 
be tendered payment in Reichsmarks 
utilisable only for restricted purposes and 
convertible into dollars only at a consider- 
able discount from the face value of the 
coupon.” 

The Note adds that “the solemn faith 
and credit of Germany ” were voluntarily 
pledged that payments on the bonds would 
be met without discrimination against any 
holder. 

The Dawes loan trustees announced on 
Tuesday that they had not received any 
funds in foreign currencies .for the

The centre of interest in the Industrial 
market was Dunlops, following the dividend 
announcement.

The approach of the Easter holiday is 
mainly responsible for the changes in the 
Bank of England return this week. Extra 
currency demands have resulted in a jump of 
£4,140,930 in the active note circulation, 
whieh at £392,449,184 is £18,555,531 higher 
than at the corresponding date last year, 
although it should be pointed ont that the 
holiday week fell three weeks earlier in 1934. 

The bank’s reserve has suffered accordingly,. 
declinmg -by a further £4,186,804 to 
£60,595,674, or £17,586,950 lower than a year 


go. 

The fall in the note circulation has caused 
a contraction in the deposit items as a whole. 
bankers’ balances being down hy £3,093,935 
to £100,294,413, while both public and private 
deposits are slightly lower than a week ago. 

“Despite the Government having repaid 
the bulk of the funds advanced by the bank 
earlier in the month, Governmerit securities in 
the Banking Department have been increased 
Py £1,510,000, but other security items are 
ower. 

Thanks to the sharp fall ip the reserve. 
the proportion of that item to liabilities has 
been reduced to 40.7 per cent, compared with 
42.5 per cent. last week, and 49.9 per cent a 
year ago.

HAT the treatment of theumatism in 

I this country presented almost as great 

a problem as tuberculosis, and that 
the hospitals would have to make special 
arrangements to deal with it was stated at 
the annual general meeting of the Meath 
Hospital. which. was held last Thursday 
evening, the Right Hon. the Earl of Meath, 
C.B., C.B.E., presiding. ) 

The annual report stated that the work 
had been maintained at a very high level 
during the past twelve months. No less than 
460 major and 1,000 minor operations had 
been performed. During the year there had 
been steady progress in the direction of 
making the hospital in every way a really 
up-to-date institution, 

Various alterations and improvements had 
been carried out. Among these might be 
mentioned the extension to the medical and 
surgical baleonies, and the installation of hot 
water in all cubicles in the nurses’ home. 

On January 1, 1934, there were in the 
wards 126 patients; 1,582 were admitted 
during the year, making a total of 1,708. 
Of these 1,469 were discharged cured or 
telieved| The total number of days spent 
in hospital. was 46,414. The average daily 
number of beds occupied was: 127.16. i 

The average number of days spent by each 
patient in hospital was ‘21.31, and 
mortality was 6 per cent. on, the total cases 
treated to a termination. A grand: total of 
28,857 persons had received medical or 
surgical treatment during the year. ;

In this branch of the market, 
lambs were much more _ freely mar- 
seted, without any marked  improve- 
ment in quality.

of arrivals business was somewhat disap- 
pointing, and lower terms were accented in 
an efiort to clear, which, however, failed. 
Sheep, on the whole, proved erratic. with 
prices in-and-out, but generally in buyers’ 
faysur, ~v‘ich was dre to poor condition of 
most afrivals. Well-meated wethers and 
suitable ewes, where found, readily repeated 
late rates; but shipping hoggets were much 
cheaper owing to the reasonable prices of 
lam>s.

Increased number of dairy beasts on 
market—viz,, 198 head. Fewer buyers in at-

slower and weaker routine for all classes, 
more especially for ordinary descriptions of 
cows, which were bid for at up-and-down 
rates. Both English and Scotch buyers were 
nervous bidders owing to poor trade yonder, 
and much bargaining took place before values 
settled down to a lower level for the pick of 
things, after which there was practically no 
want, and market closed a bad selling one 
around the following prices:—Best cows £11 
to £13 10s., extra £14 to £14 10s. per head ;
